INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The anohcant has after hav.n K received the international search report and the written opinion of the International 
Search to aS amend the claims of the international application. It should however be emphasized 
fhai since Xn^^Tcmiufm^ application (claims, description and drawings) may be amended during .he 
n matTna pre" m na Vexamination procedure, there is usually no need to Hie amendments of the c a.™ under Art.cl 19 
xc ™ where c c the applicant wants the latter to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or has another 
easo or Tmeniin the' claims before international publication. F-hermore U should be ^phas.ed that provistonal 
protection is available in some States only (see PCT Applicant', GtnJe, Volume l/A, Annexes Bl and B2). 

The anention of the applicant is drawn to the fact that amendments to the claims under Article 19 are no. allowed where 
the ln.S has declared, under Article 17(2), that no mternafona. search report would be 

established (see PCT Applicant's Guide, Volume l/A, paragraph 296). 

What parts of .he international application may be amended ? 
Under Article 1 9. only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before : the 
^eSonal Preliminary" Examining Authority. The description and drawmgs may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Preliminary Examining Authority. 

Upon entry into the national phase, all pans of the international application may be amended under Article 28 or. 
where applicable. Article 41. 

Within 2 months from the dale of transmittal of the international search report or 1 6 months from the priority date 
w lcnevente limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will * 
been received on time if they are received by the International Bureau after the expiratron of he ^app .cable time 
limit but before the completion of the technical preparations for international publication (Rule 46.1). 

Where not to file the amendments ? 

The amendments may only be Hied with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Office or the 
International Searching Authority (Rule 46.2). 

Where a demand for international preliminary examination has been/is filed, see below. 

How ? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims, by adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of one 
or more of the claims as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the claims which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the sheet originally filed. 

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numbered in Arabic numerals. ™}™** C M™£ 
cancelled, no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumbered, they must be 
renumbered consecutively (Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made in the language in which the international application is to be published. 

What documents must/may accompany Ihe amendments ? 
Letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application and the amended claims. It should not be 
confused with the ••Statement under Article I9( i )" (see below, under ' Statement under Article 19(1) ). 
The letter must be in English or French, at the choice of the applicant. However, if the language of the 
int^naUonT'pplir^on is English, the letter must be in English; if the language of the mternat.onal 
application is French, the letter must be in French.

The statement will be published with the international application and the amended claims. 
It must be in the language in which the international application is to be published. 
It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the lener indicating the differences between the cla.ms as ft led 
^nll^Twi be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading, preferably by 
using the words "Statement under Article 19(1). 

It may no. contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the '''^nce of ci. afions 
contained in that report: Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the mtemal.onal search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim. 

Consequence if a demand for international preliminary examination has already been filed 

If at the time of mine any amendments and any accompanying statement, under Article 19. a demand for 
Lmi^rp«lK «amina.ion has already been submitted, the applicant must pteferab y an he Mime o 
f.line the amendments (and any statement) with the International Bureau, also file with the International 
P dfm in^ry ExaSng Authoring a copy of such amendment (and of any statement and *here required 
translation of such amendments for the procedure before that Authority (see Ru es 55.3(a) and 62.2, f.rsl 
sentence).

If a demand for international preliminary examination is made, the written opinion of the International Searching 
Authority will, except in certain cases where the International Preliminary Examining Author,* " " 
International Searching Authority and where it has notified the ln.emat.onal Bwe.ii t under *^ 
considered to be a written opinion of .he In.erna.ional Preliminary Examining Authority. If a demand is made, i he 
applican. may submit to the International Preliminary Examining Authority a reply tc >«he written opinion togethen 
where appropriate, with amendments before the expiration of 3 months from the date of ma ling of Form 
PCT/IS A/220 or before the expiration of 22 months from the priority date, whicheverexpi.es late.
